PROGRESS OF JUDGE KANE'S USURPATION, 





Tux Judges of the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 


vania seem to take a good deal of time to consider | 


whether Mr. Williamson is legally in prison, Mean- 
while, there he lies, and has lain there more than a 
nonth, thrown there by Judge Kane, by the usur- 
ation of the Federal Court, ‘‘ without any authority 
yactin the matter.’ We quote from Mr. Meredith’s 
argument, in regard to the “ power it has usurped, 
and the wrong it has dune. It has caused a man to 
be brought before it, and with scarcely a shadow of 
a hearing, has caused him to be thrown into prison 
without bail or mainprize.” 

“Show me,” caid Mr. Meredith, ‘‘ that the United 
States Government is to undertake to sap the found- 
ations of your institutions in this manner, to issue 

inwarranted process, and to commit for contempt 
of pr issyed, and finally to try issues of 
fact in that summary manner, and I assure you that 
the last chapter of your State’s history is written, 
and the book closed; and it is fully time that it 
hould be,” 


ess SO 


This strong language is the simplest statement of 
fact in the case. ‘Tne people must look to it. 

“The people of all countries,” Lord Brougham 
has well and warningly said, ‘‘may rest assured 
that as long as they become the willing instruments 
of governmental crimes, or the passive spectators of 
such guilt, they never will be without the curse of 
despots.” 

t is of the most dangerous tendency,” Lord 
Brougham said on another occasion, ‘ of most cor- 
rupting example, ever to let the faults of statesmen 
pass uncensured; or to treat the errors or the crimes 
which involve the interests of millions, with the 
game indulgence towards human frailty, which we 
may, in the exercise of charity, show towards the 
more venial transgressions that hurt only the indi- 

lual committing them.” 

It is on this ground that the very first instances 
of corruption or injustice in our judges, and of 
usurpation in our Courts, ought to be severely 
treated at the outset. Reverence for justice and the 
judiciary in the minds of the people is not to be pre- 
served by silence or submission in regard to pro- 
cedures agyinst justice, The surest mode of estab- 
lishing such reverence is to impeach and punish the 
unjust judge. 

Mr. Meredith referred, in his recent argument, to 
the well-known laws of the State of Pennsylvania 
“ forbidding to persons claimiag ownership of slaves, 
the same rights over them when brought into that 
State voluntarily, that they possessed in the State 
whence they came.” 

Now Judge Kane declared, ‘that he knew of no 

‘atute which would take away the rights of prop- 
erty [that is, property in slaves,] of a citizen of 
North Carolina, acquired and asserted under the 
laws of that State, because he had found it needful 
or convenient to pass through the territory of Penn- 

Sylvania.” 

If this declaration were made in ignorance of the 
law of that State prohibiting the owners of slaves 
from bringing them into the State, and retaining 
possession of them, for any period of time whatever, 
Judge Kane is proved to be an ignorant and incom- 
petent Judge ; for that statute confessedly does take 
away the rights of property in slaves brought by 
their master withia the limits of the State, an 
such slaves free.

prey of the strong, evading and overriding those 
laws. 

Bat, on the other hand, if Judge Kane’s decla- 
ration were made in full Anowledge of that law pro- 
tecting the rights of slaves brought by their mas- 
ters into the Srate of Pennsylvania, then it is a 
falsehood for the support of injustice, and he is, not 
so much the ignorant and incompetent, but the 
uxsust Jupcr Tle has ignored, or assumed to set 
aside as no law at all, alaw passed for the protection 
of freedom and the benefit of the slave, and has 
done this in order to give aa ilegal authority to the 
slaveholder, and to confirm for him a right of prop- 
erty in his slaves, in a situation where the law of 
the State takes that right from him, and restores it 
to the slaves themselves, if they choose to avail 
themselves of it. 

Thus far as to Judge Kane's assertion in regard 
to the law. But he has gone farther. What Mr. 
Williamson was accused of doing, in his independence 
and love ofliberty and truth, Judge Kane Aas done in 
his eagerness in behalf of s!avery;—he has volun- 
| tarily gone beyond the requisition of the writ, for the 
| sake of a prejudgment in favor of slavery, and has 
| declared that he was not aware, even if any such 
| statute were showa, that it could be recognized as 
| valid in a Court of the United States. Judge Kano | 
hers undertakes to proclaim beforehand, before the | 
thing comes to trial, what the decision of the ques- 
tion will be.” On a great and solemn question as to 
the power of the State of Pennsylvania to keep | 
slavery out of its limits by law, he declares upon | 
the bench that the Courts of the United States will 
override and nullify such law. It is a most signi- | 
ficant declaration, one that al! men should lay up and | 
ponder. Let us see what the decision of the Cuurts | 
will be. | 

For it is probably just here, in the usurpation of | 
power by the United Sates’ Court, which does not | 
belong to it, which has never been given to it by | 
the Constitutioa, that the despotism of slavery will | 
seek its aggressive enforcement. By a government | 
| under the siavehulding influence, a government re- | 
solved to make slavery and not liberty national, the 
| United States’ Court will be used as a tool for the | 
consolidation and support of the slave-power ; and | 
in all questions as to the authority and right of 
State Courts in the free States to pass bills of per- 
sonal liberty, or to protect the freedom of their | 
citizens by statutes opposing the aggressions of, 
slavery, or limiting and forbidding its existence, | 
even for a moment, except only in cases distinctly | 
| marked by provision, the United States Court will 
, assume the power of a decision in favor of slavery, 
| and instead of allirmiung freedum to be constitu- | 











, tional, will give the constitutional privilege, by as- 
| sumption and usurpation, to slurery. The natural 
| progress of this course of usurpation once begun, 
and not arrested at the outset, is such, that it will 
| not rest till all cases whatsover involving questions as 
| to slavery and slave-property, and the universality | 
of its rights, unrestricted by State-law, shall have | 
| been taken away entirely from the jurisdiction of 
the State Courts, and committed, with exclusive | 
authority, to the United States’ Court, as supreme. 
It only needs a few pro-slavery judges on the 
benches of the State Courts, and this usurpation 
might be confirmed past recovery. A few despotic | 
decisions, passing inio precedents, and quoted in- | 
| Stead of law, and a few instanccs of conduct like 
that of Judge Kane, unresisted, unpunished, woud 
make the Constitution, and all judicial authority | 
and power under it, a great pro-slavery establish- 
ment, any Opposit:on against which, any interference | 
in behalf of equity and justice, would be at the | 
peril of every man’s liberties. 


Any refusal to give testimony, or to return a plea, | 
as any corrupt judge may require, may be construed | 





into contempt of court, if such a course as that of! 
| Judge Kane goes unpunished, and men may be im- 

| prisoned for any length of time, without any crime, | 
and without even the form of trial; and, the privi- 

lege and power of interference being denied to the | 
State courts, and renounced by State judges, such as | 
| Chief Justice Lewis of Pennsylvania, the people | 
| are utterly without protection, A more irresponsi- | 
ble despotism is established than ever under the | 
worst tyranny existed in England. 





Another point for the people to consider is, the | 
facility with which unjust judges may settle and | 
defend an unrighteous decision by quoting prece- | 
dent instead of law ; just as if a decision by a fore- 
going judge stood in the place of law, and prevented 
all necessity of reference to the statute, and all in- | 
vestigation of the principles of equity and justice in | 
regard to the case in question. The laws and prin- | 
ciples of liberty under a republic ought to have an | 
original basis, and to stand on equity, being 80 | 
guarded and comprehended within our own Federal | 
and State Constitutions, that there shall be no} 
necessity of resorting to judicial precedents of a 
former age, when personal liberty was less general, | 
less valued, and less understood, than it is now. 

Is it not astonishing to see tyrannical precedents 
permitted to take the place of equity and law? 
Shall precedents in Eagland be cited in justification 
of despotic decisions here in republican America? 
We are reminded of what Dr. Johnson once said in 
regard to the multiplication of precedents to the 
neglect of law. ‘Nay, sir, they had more law long 
ago than they have now. As to precedents, to be'| 
sure these will increase in course of time; but the 
more precedents there are, the less occasion is there | 
for law ; that is to say, the less occasion is there for 
investigating principles.” 

Now when the principles of liberty and of just 
statute-law are neglected, and judges and govern- 
ments can take up arbitrary precedents and estab- 
lish them in the place of the principles and require- 
ments of freedom and of law, the country is ina 
fair way of passing from freedom to despotism. It 
1s not without reason that the newspapers are be- | 
ginning to speak of “the struggle for power which 
has commenced between the State and Federal Tri- 
bunals.” It is a struggle for the life of freedom, and | 
if the people are not on the alert and active, all the 
fixtures of despotism will be so established over | 
them, that nothing but a revolution can throw off! 
the oppression, and bring back the government to 
its first principles of freedom. And we all know) 
the cost of a revolution, and the dreadfulness of its 
necessity. | 

In these two cases of the unjust imprisonment of 
Mr. Williamson in Pennsylvania, and of the irrup- 
tion and usurpation of armed ruffians in Kanzas, | 
taking possession of the Legislature for the purposes | 
of slavery, we have a most remarkable presentment | 
before the country, in high and broad Jights, of ail | 
the great aspects and interests of this momentous | 
struggle. In Pennsylvania it is personal liberty, in| 
Kanzas it is political power, about which the conflict |

rages. There can be no compromise, and God mani. 
festly will not suffer the commotion to be stilled. 
Every few months some new explosion breaks upon 
the startled sense of the country, and the intcrests 
become more and more critical and personal. 

A year ago, in Boston, it was a slave merely, whose 
condition and fate were to be determined, when the 
court in chains, and overawed by masses of armed 
men, sat there on the case of Burns. In Philadcl- 
phia there is a great advance; it is the case of a 
white man, anda free man, in prison for perform- 
ing, according to the law both of God and of his 
own State, the duty of a benevolent man and a 
Christian. C.

Are not the sciences of Anatomy and Physivlogy 
to be studied? and yet the most skillful physician 
blunders every day of his life. Is there no use in 
mechanics, because the artizan commits mistakes ? 
Ought not an artist to dissect and study the huwan 
structure, because the best-instructed students err 
in drawing? 

No man will ever know the human soul so well 
as to be able to judge rightly, trace skilfully and 
aim accurately, every time. Man is too vast an or- 
ganization to be judged as we would afly. Men,

and constant laws of nature. 

But there is a great difference between knowing 
nothing and knowing something.

and no minister of the Gospel can aflord to be with- 
out 4 practical knowledge of men, and in gaining 
that, nothing will aid him more than a use of the 
materials afforded by Parenology. And if, when he 
has done all that he can, he finds that he is far from 
a perfect understanding of man in all the mazes of 
his daily activities, he will still know vast!y more 
than if he had not at all eaplored the springs of ac- 
tion and the laws of activity.

jects than in the case suppos-d. Whether the general 
features of tbis vast plan did not rather indicate an 
intelligent contriver, than any particular instance ! 

He answered very justly, that he could not see why 
they should not indicate both individual contrivance 
and general contrivance. It wasthe old truth. Varie- 
ty coming under the great law of simplicity. A ru- 
dimentary organ in one case would disprove nothing 
in regard to the invention manifested in a perfect or- 
gan in another. A vast universal plan may have 
within it continual individual contrivances; and of 
the imperfect or rudimentary contrivance we can only 
| say, “ We are ignorant.” 

With such thoughts and words, and others of every 
kind, we moved along over our lovely lakes. Night 
brought us to a solitary little island, where we fourd 
a‘‘camp,” already built.

Mo perjury 
blackens the record of her ruthless crusade in Hun- 
gary, and she is too remote from the fields whereor 
the rights of man are next to be struggled for to throw 
her sword into the ecale exe+pt under extraordinary 
circumsetances.* France in 1830 and 1848, Italy and 
Spain have repeatedly demonstrated this. Louis Na- 
peteon and his satellite Palmerston on the other band 
are regarded not only as the more immediate enemies 
but as the reckless betrayers of the cause of Europear 
freedom.”

The 
food we eat from dy to day is the provision that 
God makes for us for that day. We find no 
difficulty in conceiving of the omniscience and 
the benevolence of God as ever active in the 
midst of all the crdinances of his kingdom, 


Why then regard his Omnipotence as alone | 


quiescent of alt his attributes ? 

God is our Preserver. And how vast the 
power herein displayed. We should be amazed 
at the power of a man who should hold up one 
of our houses, or one pillar of a house upon his 
finger? But God upholdeth all things by the 
word of his power. Ilow wonderful, too, is the 
wisdom of God herein displayed. How many 
and how various are the means employed in the 
preservation of a single life. Nearly all the pow- 
ers of nature are put in requisition to keep any 
one of us alive from day to day. For this the 
heat of the sun, the force of the winds, the den- 
sity of the atmosphere, all that constitutes climate, 
must be tempered to our constitution. For this 
the rains must fall, the grass must grow, the cat- 
tle must feed upon it, the earth must bring furth 
its various fruits. For this, materials must be pro- 
vided in the structure of the earth for the buiding 
of our houses, and in the products of the soil for the 
preparation of our clothing. The forests must 
have their centuries of growth, and cual must be 
fur ages imbedded in the earth that we may be 
furnished with fuel; and all mavuner of mineral 
wealth must be laid up in store against the time 
Wien we shall want our vessels of silver, and 
brass, and iron. Indeed, ali the resources of na- 
ture are employed in our preservation. What 
wisdom planned and arranged those resources for 
this very end? Our Savior represents the partic- 


ularity of our Father's care over us by saying 
that the hairs of our head are numbered. 

In those acts of preservation that are more 
marked and special—only because we see a little 
more of the process then than at other times— 
how much wisdom and forethought are manifested 
in the adaptation of means to the end. We 
once had experience of this in riding in a railcar 
at a rapid rate over a short curve, where any 
danger must be unseen till right upon us. Sud- 
denly the shriek of the locomotive gave alarm ; 
the brakemen leaped to their wheels; the con- 
ductor rushed through the cars in evident dis- 
may; we saw the watchman at the road-side 
waving the flag of evilomen; we saw the engine 
with reversed motion and wheels, flying back- 
ward, vainly struggling against the momentum 
of the train; then there came in sight, with 
wheels also flying backward, yet drawing nearer 
and nearer, another engine, with its huge train 
urging it forward. Its great flaming eye glared 
upon us; its feet chafed the ground like the war- 
steed ; its huge nostrils puffed impatient for the 
oonflict ; one moment more, and a collision might 
have crushed us to atoms. How many agencies 
combined to prevent the catastrophe. Had no 
flag been waved; had the whistle failed; bad 
the engineer in his fright omitted to reverse the 
motion ; had the brakes then given out; or, had 
the momentum been a fraction greater, the catas- 
trophe must have come. The hand that guides 
the planets in their courses, adjusted all these 
elements to our preservation. And shall we not 
acknow'edge the hand that guards and keeps us 
every day ? 

Above all, how wonderful is the love of 
God herein displayed. It is nothing but his 
love that leads the Infinite one thus to watch over 
his creatures. Of what value are they or their 
services to him; or what claim have any of them 
upon his protection? What claim especially has 
|man, a sinner, to be preserved by that being 
against whom he daily rebels? The Scriptures 
trace the preservation of creatures solely to the 
love of God. “ Thy mercy, Lord, is in the hea- 
vens, and thy faithfulness reacheth to the clouds.

There are, on the Western Reserve, and in other 
parts of that great State, a goodly number of 
churches which were instituted at the first settle- 
ment of the country by Congregationalist emigrants 
from New-England, under the guidance of minis- 
ters sent out by the Connecticut Missionary Society, 
—churches which have always held fast their right

The churches of this description are neither few 
nor inconsiderable, as compared with the churches 
that were originally Presbyterian, or that have lost 
their Congregational self-government. The ortho- 
doxy of those original Congregational churches is as 
unquestionable as that of the First Church in Hart- 
ford or the Old South Church in Boston. Churches 
like those of Hudson and Tallmadge, and the still 
older one at Marietta, which dates from 1794, have 
as good a right to an orthodox name and standing 
as the churches of Litchfield County. 

There are other churches in Ohio which owe 
their origin in part toa kind of reaction against 
Presbyterianism, and against traditionism gener- 
ally. The churches of this class, happily for them- 
selves and for the cause of our common and catho- 
hic Christianity, organized themselves under the 
Congregatfonal form of church government. They 
did this, not because they affected to identify 
themselves in other respects with the churches of 
New-England, but only because having had some 
experience of Presbyterian forms, they wanted to 
manage their own affairs in their own way without 
interference from abroad, and without asking leave 
of synod or assembly. Generally, as we under- 
stand the story, churches of this class were in 
amicable relations with the institution at Oberlin, 
and their ministers were educated there. They 
were also in sympathy with the American Anti- 
Slavery Society prior to the schism which left 
that organization in the undisputed possession of 
men and women whom the religious community 
generally regard as essentially intidels. But inas- 
much as these churches were really churches of 
Christ, and were made up of living and praying 
Christians; and inasmuch as they had no sectarian 
organization, and no expurgated ‘‘ standards,” (like 
the Cumberland Presbyterians,) to perpetuate 
through all time the special controversies and opin- 
ions in which they originated; there has been no 
fatal hindrance to their growth in grace, in catholic- 
ity of views and sympathies, and in orthodoxy. 
It is notorious in regard to Oberlin itself, that it 
has ceased to be the terror which it once was both 
in the West and in the East; that its great and 
wide usefulness has become an undisputed fact; 
and that while its peculiarities of theological opin- 
fon have never been accepted elsewhere, and have 
never been retracted there, they have been less 
offensively asserted, and less thought of both by 
the teachers and by the pupils, just in proportion 
as they have been treated with a tolerant and cour-

Ministers educated at Oberlin have 
been found to be, in New-England as well as in 
Ohio, faithful ministers of the Gospel, quite as lit

| perfect sanctification attainable in this life, and the 
notion of a perfect sanctification actually attained 
in given instances, have been found to be not quite 
identical. The former notion is only an extreme 
statement of the doctrine that no sinner can truly 
say before God, in extenuation of the least deficiency, 
“T could not help it—God knows I did the best that 











was possible for me”—only an extreme statement 
of the doctrine of physical ability which was held | 
by Hopkins and Emmons in their day, and which | 
is yet held at Andover, at New-Haven, and at East | 
Windsor. We believe it is pretty well understood 
among intelligent men familiar with metaphysical | 
theology—especially since the late controversy be- | 
tween Dr, Tyler and Dr, Harvey, that the dispute | 
about ability is one in which ‘a great deal may | 
be siid on both sides”—and that almost every | 
proposition in which the word able ovcurs, or any | 
adjective ending in able or ible, or any noun de- 
rived from such an adjective, is equivocal when 
subjected to metaphysical analysis, and may be | 
affirmed or denied with equal truth and with equal 
hability to inconvenient inferences, For example, | 
let a man say that this dispute abvut “ ability is in- | 
terminabdle, and he will find that what he has affirmed 
may be with equal truth denied; and that either | 
the affirmation on the one hand, or the denial on | 
the other, may be reduced to an absurdity by a 
few steps of logic. Soif the notion tnat perfect 
holiness is attainable in this life may be mischiev- | 
ous, the denial of it may be even ore wis- |

Such we understand to have been the progress | 
of some at least among those churches in Northern | 
Ouio. Gradually they have become assimilated ' 
to the elder churches of the same Congregational 
form of government. In 1852, an attempt was | 

made to bring both sorts of churches—the elder 
and the more recent—into a formal connection 
with each other throughout the Siate, by an 
arrangement similar to that which unites the | 
churches in the State of Mame. The Marietta Con- | 

| sociation, a body infected with no suspicion of de- 
viation from New Evgland orthodoxy, took the lead | 
in the movement, and invited a convention of min- | 
isters and delegates from Congregational churenes 

| for the purpose : f instituting, if practicable, a State 
conference of churches, A convention was accord- , 
ingly assembled, in which, after two days of inquiry | 
and deliberation, not without prayer, the following 
result was unanimously adopted. It has been’ 
' stated to us that the ‘ Articles of Fath” in the re- | 
sult are identical with those which are the bond of | 
union in the General Conference of Maine: | 
“ Believing that the time bas come for the forma- 
tion of a State organization among the Congrega- 
| tional Churches of 0110, which shall secure har- 
mony of sentiment aud cooperation of action, we, 
in Conventiun assembied, recommend the system of 
a General Conference, upon the following doctrinal 
basis, which we understand to be, for substance of 
doctrine, tn harmony with the Westminster Snorter 


Cathecism, and with the system currently known 
_ as New England Divinity.

and emphatic violation of the common and positive 
understanding in which the codperative efforts of 
these two bodies of Christians have heretofore rest- 
ed: that it necessitates new plans and new opera- 
tions on the part of the Congregationalists, and so 
makes the future division of the denominations in 
the Missionary work a matter of certainty, if nota 
matter inevitable; and that this new and necessarily 
divisive scheme is but the manifestation, or rather 
it marks the sudden triumph and coronation, of ten- 
dencies that for years have been steadily working 
in the N.S. body. We believed all this at the outset. 
We believe it only more fully and earnestly now. 
And we believe that we have shown our conviction 
on those points to be valid and well-founded, to the 





retribution—the wicked be doomed to endless pun- 
ishment and the righteous received to life everlast- 
ing.” ‘ 

This doctrinal platform is good enough for us. 
It does not indeed contain all that we believe; but 
it contains all, and more than all, that we dare re- 
quire others to believe usa condition of communion 
or of codperation. Men who are not satisfied with 
this because it is not sufficiently exclusive, are men 
whose uncatholic spirit would rend the Church of 
God into as many schisms as there are, or may be, 
diversities of opinion in theology. 

Exclusion—schism—separation—is the most pre- 
posterous of all remedies for erroneous opinions 
that do not reject Christ. So far as there is any- 
thing erroneous in the Oberlin theology, the error 
can in no way be perpetuated so effectually as by 
erecting Oberlinism into a seat.
